modity In this section of the country, 
will soon be coming Into New Eng- 
land In comparatively large quantities, 
if only New Bnglanders will do their 
part. 


Through the efforts of the NowEng- 


and coal committee, which is co-op 
crating with the national, coal produc- 
ion committee, a plan Is being formu 
ated whereby New England will be 
divided into districts and trains of jQ 
coal, cars will he run direct from a 
lard coal mine In Pennsylvania direct 
:o a specific section of New England, 
unloaded immediately, and the empty 
cars started back, to the mines within 
24 hours. 
With the shortage of coastwise ton- 


nage and the over-burdened condition 
of the New England railroads, 
the 


problem of getting more coal into- New 
England is difficult and extremely com- 
plex, but the fuel to be shipped here 
in 50-car trains will be in addition to 
coal now moving as single car-load 
lots In mixed trains. . 


James J. Storrow, a member of the 


national committee, of which Francis 
S. Peabofly of Chicago is president, and 
chairman of the Massachusetts com- 
mittee on public safety, Is also chair- 
man of the New England coal commit- 
tee, and in discussing tho contemplated 


this line. 
We avc organizing : New 
England into districts and then wear 
going to start a train of 50 coal cars di- 
rect from a hard coal mine in Penn- 
sylvania, catching the coal Just as it 
comes out of the ground, moving tho 
train straight Into one of these New 
England districts—£or example, Man- 
chester. N. II., will be the center of 
the Southern New Hampshire district 


'We shall run our solid train with- 
out dropping a car straight through 
from the mine to Manchester In less 
than 100 hours instead of the fortnight 
it now takes, or frequently a month 
under present railroad conditions. At 
Manchester the train will be split up 
and tho ears switched around to feed 
Manchester and other southern New 
Hampshire points. 
"The coal is to be in addition to the 
con! now moving as slnjjle carload 
lots in mixed trains. When this train 
load program has been .working for 
short time we think New England will 
bo hack on the coal map. 
Similar 
trains will go to points in Connecticut, 
Rhode Island. Vermont, Massachusetts 
and also Maine !£ coal enough doea 
not reach Maine by water.

The voluntary agreement arranged 
.with manufacturers several 
months 
ago for distribution of paper to pub- 
lishers at moderate prices was aban- 
doned, the commission reported, and 
the plan failed because no government 
authority for enforcement existed. The 
situation Is serious and likely to reach 
ji panic state In a few months because 
of lack of sufficient competition among 
producers, said the commission. 


A preliminary report was presented 


March 3. 
The letter accompanying the final re- 


port today said: . 
"The efforts of tho commission to 
restore competitive conditions In the 
newsprint industry expeditiously and 
to arbitrate and effectively project a 
fair price for newsprint paper 
have 
failed. 
The plan failed for several 
reasons, the principal 
reason being 
that the arrangement was voluntary 
and the commission had no power or 
warrant under the law to make it ef- 
fective. 
The manufacturers signatory 


to the agreement notified the commis- 
| • Blon they would not proceed under such 
arbitration agreement. The result has 
been that newsprint paper 
has been 
bl|le.d.and sold at the same exorbitant 
prices that obtained in many instances 
theretofore. 


Demand Increasing 


"The newsprint paper situation is 
very serious, not only to the consum- 
ers of paper, but to the public general- 
ly and to the government of the United 
Btatcs which Is Itself a largo consum- 
er of paper. Tho commission has rea- 
son to believe that this situation will 
be still more aggravated and serious 
In the ensuing months. The demand 
for newsprint paper is constantly in- 
creasing and gives. promise of still 
greater increase with the continuance 
of tho war. The supply of newsprint 
paper available to meet this demand Is 
dependent upon mills already in exist- 
ence. 
"It seems'probable.- therefore, 
that 
with the demand for newsprint paper 
increasing and the 
supply remaining 


constant or possibly diminishing, there 
vill be a repetition of the panic marke"

brief, dating only 


from March 18, 1913, when his father, 
George I, was assassinated at Ealoniki- 


Brief as the reign was. Constantine 


had enjoyed prior to the beginning ot 
the great war in 1814 a period of re- 
markable popularity and had increased 
the territory of the Greek monarchy by 
over 50 per cent. His attitude of oppo- 
sition toward the entente powers when 
their troops occupied 
part 
of 
Greek 
territory in the Macedonian campaign 
against the Teutonic allies, 
however, 
brought him 
into conflict with the 
statesmen of Greece and resulted in the 
establishment of a provisional govern- 
ment headed by Elipntherios Venizelos, 
whom the king had driven from the 
post of premier. 
Throughout a long series of negotia- 


tions and conflict with the entente com- 
manders, 
Constantine 
was often ac- 
cused of being pro-German in sympa- 
thies, largely. It was charged, as a re- 
sult of the influence of Queen Sophie, 
sister of the German emperor, whom he 
married In 1SS9. Constantine declared

army of 10,000 Greeks to the capture of 
Saloniki. causing 30.000 Turks to lay 
down their arms.

PEACH AND APPLE BORERS 


Both peach and apple borers ought 


to be receiving attention these days. 
Many a fine tree is injured or even 
ruined by these insects and very fre- 
quently the owner, unless he is an 
orchard man, does not even suspect 
the cause of the trouble. 
Peach borers work for the most 


part just at the surface of the ground, 
only occasionally going down into the 
roots or up Into the trunk for six 
inches or a foot. 
Their presence is 


indicated by. exudation of thick gum 
at the point attacked. 


Apple borers are found mostly near 


the base of the tree, but 
sometimes 


work' some distance! up the trunk or 
even in the main branches. 
Their 


presence is shown by peculiar dark 
areas on the bark, by holes through 
the bark, and still more noticeably by 
saw-flust or castings which will be 
found at the base of the tree. . They 
prefc-r weak trees such as are found 
where soil conditions are bad. or when 
the cultivation is poor. 
The following suggestions are im- 


portant in keeping these two pests un- 
der control. 


1. Keep the trees thrifty. Good cult- 


ure, 
proper 
fertilizing 
and 
careful 


pruning and the genera! attention to 
the health of the tree will greatly re- 
duce the damage, particularly of the 
apple borer. 


2. Dig them out. 
This 
is 
one 


remedial measure of importance. The 
necessary equipment for the work is 
a heavy, sharp knife, a wire six Inches

Do as little cutting with the knife as 
possible since it frequently

that as much (or even more) damage 
is done by the

two 


or three times at intervals of a week 
or ten days .to make sure that all the 
borers are out. When the work Is 
complete draw the earth back about 
the trees. If bad wounds have been 


1 made above the surface of the ground 
paint them over. 


3. 
Preventive measures are best 
and the following wash applied to the 
trunks will often keep borers awa.j 
entirely: 


1 gallon commercial lime sulphur. 
8 gallons water. 
2 pounds arsenate of 
lead 
paste, 
or 1 pound powder.

Likely to Reach Panic 


The voluntary .agreement arranged 


with manufacturers 
several 
months 
ago for distribution of paper to pub- 
lishers at moderate prices was aban- 
doned, the commission reported, and 
tho plan failed because no government 
authority for enforcement existed. Tho 
situation is serious and likely to reach 
IL panic state In a few months because 
of lack of sufficient competition among 
producers, said the commission. 
A preliminary report was presented 


March 3. 
The letter accompanying tho final re- 


port today said: 
"The efforts of the commission to 


.restore competitive conditions in tho 
, newsprint industry expedltlotisly and 
to -arbitrate and effectively project a 
fair price for newsprint paper 
have 


failed. 1 .The plan failed for several 
reasons, the principal 
reason being 
that the arrangement was voluntary 
and the commission had no power or 
warrant under the law to make it c-I- 
fectlve. 
The manufacturers signatory 
to the agreement notified the commis- 
sion they would not proceed under such 
arbitration agreement. The result has 
been that newsprint paper 
has 
been 
hilled and sold at the sfime exorbitant 
prices that obtained in many Instances 
theretofore. 
Demand Increasing 


"The newsprint paper situation 
is 
very serious, not only to the consum- 
ers of paper, but to the public general- 
ly and to the government of the United 
States which Is Itself a large consum- 
er of paper.- The commission has rea- 
son to believe that this situation will 
be still-more aggravated-and serious 
In the ensuing months. 
The demand 


for newsprint paper is constantly in- 
creasing and gives promise of still 
'greater increase with the continuance 
of the war. 
The supply of newsprint 
paper available to meet this demand Is 
dependent upon mills already in exist- 
ence. 
. "It seems probable, 
therefore, 
tha 


with the demand for newsprint pape 
increasing and the supply remalnlnt 
constant or possibly diminishing, then 
will be a repetition of the panic marke 
of last year and ths exaction of price 
.that are entirely out of measure with 
the cost of 
production. The conse- 


quences to thousands of smaller news- 
papers and to many of the larger ones, 
nnd through them to the reading public 
'will be most serious. 
War Emergency Measure 


VBy reason of this condition and be- 


cause of the vital inteerst to the public 
of an efficient dissemination of news in 
this crisis, the commission recommends 
as a war emergency measure that con- 
gress by appropriate legislation pro- 
vide:

eorge I, was assassinated at Salonilu. 
Brief as the reign was, Constantine 
ad enjoyed prior to tho beginning of 
he great war In 1914 a period of re- 
markable popularity and had increased 
he territory of the Greek monarchy by 
vcr 50 per cent. His attitude of oppo- 
ition toward the entente powers when 
heir troops occupied part of Greek 
errltory in the Macedonian campaign 
against the Teutonic allies, 
however, 
brought him 
Into conflict with the 
statesmen of Greece and resulted In the 
establishment of a provisional govern- 
ment headed by Bllphtherios Venlzelos,

Constantine 
was educated largely by private tutors 
from Leipaic, "which was said to have 
stamped upon him a permanent German 
influence. 
His-military education was 
furthered by attendance at maneuvers 
in Germany. 
One interesting chapter of-Constan- 
tino's life Is the way in which ha bo- 
came the people's idol. 
After having 
been dismissed as commander of tne 
Greek army In 1908 because of popular 
clamor, Constantine, then crown prince, 
decided to" accept a command In tne 
Russian army, but the opposition to him 
at home lost Its rancor and he was re- 
stored to his former dignities. 
Ho finally became a national hero In 
the Balkan war of 1012, when he led an 
army of 10,000 Greeks to the capture of 
Saloniki, causing 30,000 Turks to lay 
down their arms.

on special mission to Athens as (he 
representative of France, Great Britain 
and Russia has begun the difficult task 
of settling the Greek program 
has 


caused the liveliest satisfaction here. 
Before he srtlled ten days ago, Sena- 
tor Jonnart obtained absolute author- 
ity to act as he considered best. 
The 


action in granting such authority was 
endorsed by the Russian government. 
' Senator Jonnart's high character and 
abilities, his fine record as a diplo- 
mat and administrator, and tho free 
hand given him led French opinion to 
expect effective action, but that ha 
should have so rapidly and easily have 
eliminated the chief stumbling block 
of the entente allies In the Levant 
cnma as a most agreeable surprise.
